tioo 173, and provided for by tbe Act of 
CongreBS, approved Marsh 2d, 1887, 
known as the "Ha'ch Aot," it weoig 
proper to review itu past history, and 
also to present an ootlma of ita plans 
for tbe futnre. 


HISTOEY. 


By au Act of Caugresn, approved July 


2, 1S62, known as tba ilornll Aot, the 
Stute of Nevada received 90,000 acr^s of 
public lands "for tbe endowment, snp- 
port and maintenance" of a college in 
which "the 
leading object shull be, 


without exolnrling other scientific and 
classical studies, and including mil- 
itary tactics, to tench such branches of 
learning as are related to agriculture 
and the mechanic arts, in tinch manner 
as the Legislature of tbe State may pre- 
scribe, in order to promote tbe liberal 
and practical education of tbe iudu«tn»i 
classes in tbe several pursuits and pro- 
fessiOLsja life." 


By an Act of Congress, approved July 


i, 1866, stvcnty-two sections of public 
lauds, or 46,080 acres, were granted to 
Nevad* fcr UoivirBity purposes, thereby 
making the total public land Congress- 
ional endowment for the University of 
Nevada, 136,080 acres. 


More tu»n ninety per cent, of these 


lauds have boen bold nnd the proceeds 
converted into bonds. Only the intwrest 
derived from these bonds is available 
for the 
support 
of 
the 
Univer- 


sity, the principal constituting a peima- 
nc>nt endowment for tbe institution. 


THB NATIONAL EXPEB1MET STATION LAW 


In Murob, 1887, the work of experi- 


mentation in agriculture, horticulture, 
forestry and stock raising in our coun- 
try was streu^'.bened by what is known 
as the 1 l"h Act, from the name of tur 
mostacu.o champion of ihe law, thi 
Honorable "W. H. Hatch, of Miseonn, 
Cuairman of the House Committee on 
ignouliure. 


The Act referred to is as follows

SEC. 3. Th it in or !er to secure, as

United States Commissioner of Agri 
'•iiltnre to furnish forms, as far us prac- 
ticable, for tbe tabulation of faults of 
investigation or expenmeum; to indi- 
ciitfl. from time to nine, such lines ol 
inquiry as to him shall seem most im- 
p.Tiaut; iinii, in fteucral, to f urnib'i gucb 
advice and assistance 84 will best pro- 
mote the purposes of this Aot. It shall 
be tbe duty of ea,-h of said Ktatious, 
annually, on or before tbe flist dav of 
Ffbrniry, to mike to the Governor of 
the btate or Ternary m which it i» 
locifte.1, a fall ninl dstailed rt-port of its 
operations, moludiua a Uuiemmt of re- 
ceipts aud expenditures, a copy of wbluh 
report shall be sent to each of sal.I am 
lions, to th« said Coiuruissiouor of Agri- 
culture, and to the SfCretury of tha 
Treasury of the United Statts. 


SEC 4. Tbe bulletins or reports oi 


prouress shall ba published at gaid ftta. 
t^ ms nt least nnce in three months, one 
copy of vrniotj shall ha sent to e%uh 
newspaper lu tha States ot Territories 
ID which thtgr are -.-espodawiy located. 


and to snob individuals actually engaged 
in funning n? ma; request tbe Name, 
and as far as the mean* ot the station 
will permit. Snob bulletins or report* 
aud (be annual reports of said station- 
•bait be transmitted ID tb» mails of tb> 
United States free of charge for postage, 
under such regulations as tbe Poflyua*- 
ter may from tima to time prescribe. 


SEO. 5. Tbat for tbe purpose of pav- 


ing the necessary expenses of conduct- 
ing investigations and experiments aud 
printing and districting tbs results a» 
hereinbefore prescribed, tbe sum ot 
fifteen thousand dollars per nnnQin is 
hereby appropriated to euob Slate, to b. 
specially provided for by Congress in 
tbe appropriations from year to year, 
aud to each Territory entitled under tb. 
provision!* of section eight ot this act, 
out of any money in the Treasury pro- 
ceeding from tba Bales of public land* 
to be paid iu equal quarterly payments,

On February 7th preceding tbe enact 


ment of the Hatch law, the Legislntnri 
provided by Statute, for the reorganiz i. 
tiou of tbe State University, with the 
Governor, the Secretary of Stute and the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, constituting the Board of Regent: 
until the fii*t day of January, 1859 
This Board was empowered and directed 
to ptnplov a President of the Doivuinity, 
which was done in June follown g. The 
present Director of the Nevada Ajjneul 
tural Expenuibiit Stttiou was inade 
President of Ihe institution, aud he ar- 
rived at R no, the uite of the University, 
on the 20th of August, at which time he 
to >k charge.

It was generally believed that under 


the Hatch Act ihe Comptroller of the 
Uuited States Treasury was nuthoriz-d 
to rule that tbe appropriation of $15 000 
for ouch of the 39 Experiment Stations 
in the country hid been made.* He, 
however, decided otherwise, and it waa 
uot until tha 30lb daj of January, 1888, 
tbat Congrea* passed a supplementary 
law dbhnitely deciding tbe matter. 


OEQVMZATIoN OF THE STATION. 


In an'icipaliou ot Ihe antiou of Con- 


gress just mentioned, the Board of Ke- 
genta of tbe University orgiuia-d the 
Experiment Station in December, 18S7, 
appointing LeRoy D. Browu IH Direc- 
tor, aud Walttr Ho. Miller a* Botanist 
and Chemist. 
(Ho was subsequently 


appointed Weather Observer ) 


The first iu»t»llinuut oi tbe uppropiia- 


tion was received until the 
following 


April, at which t-tne ad of tha tweulv 
•ores of ground belonging to tho Uui- 
Terstty, not m use for other purposes., 
was set asids fjr Ilia »s« of tho Experi- 
ment Station. 


WOBS BEODN, 


X7ork was imuiedmtely begun; the 


gionnds were fenced; shade trees \yere 
planted and some neuessq-y roads were 
laid opt. Some toots, bulbs and shrubs, 
obtained horn tbe Uepurtmeut Of Agn- 
culturo &t Waghiufitun, through ' 


courtesy of Senator Wm. M. Stewart 
were planted under tho direction of 
Ptof. Miller, and a fine Weather Station, 
with tbe best instruments procurable, 
was put in operation. Purchases of ad- 
ditional thermometers and otber appara- 
tus needed m tbe operations and experi- 
ments to be carried'on at tbe Sutiou 
have been wade, and all b»s been done 
to comply witb the Jaw lhai our tirao 
and circumstances would permit. 


THB LOCATION. 


The location of tbe State Agricnl- 


tnral Experiment Station at Reno, in 
the fertile valley of the Truske*, is 
particularly fortunate, an! its connec- 
tion with the University insures the 
best advantages in thu direction of 
library, cabinet and labratury. 


THB WOBK VEOPnSBD. 


The work of all Agricultural Experi- 


ment Stations is two-fold, each division 
being closely connected with the otber. 


1. Ernct scientific work, including 


the most careful observation of temper- 
ature, rain-fiills, prevailing winds and 
other meteorological phenomena, and 
the interoretttton of the same; the 
study and analysis of soiU; the study of 
foraj/aiplnnt-i, with particular reference 
to their adaptation to the grazing in- 
tercut; the study of forestry; fruit rais- 
ing; stock breeding, etc. 


Connected with the scientific work of 


Experiment Stations is experimentation 
in agriculture, horticulture and stock 
breeding 


2. Scholastic nnd industrial work fs- 


wciilly adapted to mutt the wants of 
those whose uvi-s are to be speut on th 
farm, including the ihoro'sigh study of 
the common branches ol learning as 
well as uu luuiuht into related bight r 
branches, especially in tbe mathematics 
and natural hciences. Manifestly tbe 
use of carpautors' tools aud farming im- 
ploiuents should be included iu this 
divtsion of tbe work of Experiment 
Stations. 


A Bt7II/l>ISO FOB THE STATION. 


A good bnilding for tbe Experiment 


Station is contemplated in ihe H.itcb 
Act, which authorizes tha expenditure 
of §3,000 from the flr»t appropriation 
for thiy purpose. The Board of Con- 
trol hife already taken somes steps for 
tbe orection of a Station building, aid 
it is expected thut this structure will be 
built m 1889.

The law requires tbe publication of 


tullstioh oi progress to be issued 
quarterly or oftener. These will b« 
sent free to all farmers and htoik niKers 
in the State who request them, BO lone 
us the snpoly lasts.
